A  Bryan  Tanner  raised  in  East 
Gian^e. 

Amid  difficulties  the  East  Orange 
Democracy  raised  a  Bryan  and  Bewail 
banner  Baturday  night.  In  a  section 
which  Republican  leaders  claim  will 
give  McKinley  and  Hobart  2.00 »  major¬ 
ity  on  election  days  and  in  which  less 
than  800  Democratic  votes  were  cast  at 
tlie  last  Presidential  election,  tlie  Dem¬ 
ocrats  spread  out  for  the  public  gaze 
portaits  of  the  men  they  champion.  In 
the  first  place  there  was  rain,  drixxhng 
and  uncomfortable,'  and  then  there  was 

pronounced  Republican  sentiment 
that  marked  tlie  crowd  of  1,000  which 
bad  gathered  to  watch  the  unfurling  of 
the  banner  and  listen  to  toe  speakers. 

A  crowd  of  about  500  had  gathered 
about  the  speakers'  stand,  which  was  a 
large  wagon,  covered  with  red,  white 
and  blue  bunting.  There  were  two 
banners  on  the  w  agon.  One  of  them 
bore  this  motto : 

We  Demand  the  Money  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution.'* 

On  the  other  banner  was  the  senti¬ 
ment  from  one  of  William  J.  Bryan’s 
s^^cbes,  as  follows : 

^Dur  Cause  Is  Righteous.”  “We  Fear 
not  Disaster.’* 

Gladstone  Kingsley  Rodgers,  who 
called  the  ineetinglo  order  as  secretary 
of  the  East  Orange  Democracy,  intro¬ 
duced  N.  Taylor  Phillips,  president  of 
the  club,  as  chairman  of  the  meeting. 
Mr.  Phillips  presented  his  compliments 
to  Mr.  Post  for  his  refusal  to  allow  the 
banner  to  be  swung  from  his  building 
and  commended  the  East  Orange  Town¬ 
ship  Committee  and  the  Township 
Engineer  for  their  patriotic  action  in 
coming  to  the  rescue  of  the  Democrats 
and  allowing  them  to  put  up  a  pole  for 
the  banner. 

Mr.  Philips  then  took  up  the  various 
sections  of  the  Chicago  platform  and 
explained  them,  and  then  introduced 
Joseph  R.  Buchanan,  o,'  Newark,  the 
well-known  Populist,  who  made  quite 
an  address. 

During  Mr.  Philips’  remarks  the 
crowd  had  been  indulging  freely  in 
cat  calls"  and  yells,  varied  occasion¬ 
ally  by  cheers  for  McKinley.  When 
Mr.  Phillips  had  finished  Joseph  R. 
Buchanan,  of  Newark,  was  introduced. 
He  prefaoed  his  remarks  with  a  rebuke 
to  the  crowd.  He  said : 

1  have  always  understood  khat  East 
Orange  was  a  town  in  which  dwelt  a 
refined  and  educated  class,  but  from  my 
exj^iMice  here  to-night  I  find  I  have 
b^IHRdly  misinformed.  A  public 
meeting  held  on  the  .East  Bide  of  New 
York  would  not  be  attended  by  a  more 
disgraceful  set  than  these  young  hood¬ 
lums  that  stand  before  me.  I  have  boys 
of  my  own,  and  I  would  rather  see  them 
dead  at  my  feet  than  to  have  them  act 
as  these  young  men  have  been  doing 
here  to-night.” 

This  statement  of  Mr.  Buclianan  had 
the  effect  of  quieting  the  mob,  and 
when  he  had  concluded  the  rebuke  the 
crowd  cheered  lustily.  The  disorder 
had  been  almost  continuous  after  the 
beginning  of  the  meeting. 

Mr.  Buchanan  then  continued  that 
though  he  had  never  before  been  identi¬ 
fied  with  the  Democratic  party  he  felt 
that  now  he  must  connect  himself  with 
it. 

Joseph  A.  Beecher  of  Newark  also 
made  a  speech  and  appealed  for  support 
for  Bryan  and  Bewail  as  representative 
Democrats,  true  to  the  traditions  of 
their  party,  and  whoee  election  would 
be  an  undisguised  blessing. 

The  banner  that  was  raised  bears  the 
portraits  of  Bryan  and  Bewail  and  the 
motto :  “Champions  of  the  Masses.”

oy  the  roots,  bnt  is  in  the  tree  and  bas 
been  all  the  winter,  bat  in  the  farm  of  HI 
tt&rch  deposited  in  the  cell*  of  the  soft  F1 
wood  under  the  bark.  When  the  weather 
becomes  warm  enough  in  the  spring  to 
jet  the  vital  processes  in  the  tree  into 
action,  this  starch  is  changed  into 
sugar  and  the  cells  become  so  full  of  i 
the  sweet  sap  as  to  exert  a  great  pres¬ 
sure  on  them. 

When  the  spring  begins,  the  warmth 
of  the  sun  starlM  this  vital  action  aud 
the  sap  circulates  through  the  cells  on 
the  way  to  th«  bads,  which  will  swell 
and  soon  burst  into  leaf.  When  the 
sugar  maker  tajia  the  tree,  tlie  pressure 
of  the  sap  on  the  cells  forces  it  to  exude 
and  flow  from  the  opening  mode  into  j 
the  sap  wood.  There  is  no  special  cur-  | 
rent  up  from  the  roots  or  down  to  them  ; 
the  tree  is  simply  filled  with  sap  all 
through  the  sap  wood,  and  mostly  at 
that  part  of  it  which  lies  immediately 
under  the  baik,  and  where  tlie  new 
wood  will  noon  be  formed  of  the  matter 
held  iu  solution  iu  the  sap. 

The  sap  will  flow  while  the  ground  is 
frozen,  for  it  is  the  warmth  in  the  air 
that  causes  the  flow  aud  not  the  action 
of  the  roots  in  the  soil.  Thus  it  is  quite  ^ 
useless  to  spread  any  litter  or  other  non-  , 
conducting  matter  under  the  tree  iu  the 
expectation  that  if  the  ground  be  kept 
frozen  the  budding  will  be  delayed.  If 
this  effect  be  desired  the  whole  tree 
must  be  covered  in  and  kept  in  a  dor¬ 
mant  condition  by  a  low  teini»crattiro 
nil  over.  Thus  young  trees  may  be  kept 
in  cold  store gn  for  months,  and  are  so 
kept  for  shipment  to  Australia,  where 
the  seasoiis Hire  exactly  the  opposite  of 
ours. — New  York  Times;

The  Mystery  of  the  Pearl. 

The  usual  source  of  pearls  found 
within  the  oyster  appears  to  be  the  in¬ 
trusion  of  some  small  foreign  body 
which  sets  np  an  irritation  of  cutioleu 
The  only  means  of  defense  open  to  the 
mollusk  ia  to  deposit  a  layer  of  nacre 
around  the* irritating  particle  and  thus 
ont  it  off  from  the  soft,  tender  skim  A 
grain  of  Band  or  a  small  crustacean  may 
slip  in  between  the  lips,  and.  setting 
up  irritation,  provoke  the  cuticle  to  de¬ 
posit  around  it  a  series  of  thin  films  of 
nacre.  These  are  added  to  from  time  to 
time,  the  little  nucleus  is  completely 
encysted  and  a  pearl  is  the  result — La¬ 
dies’  Home  Journal.
